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Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The magazine 2DMAX: Issue 2 March 2004 is classified as: 

Unrestricted: Suitable for mature audiences 16 years of age and over. 

2DMAX: Issue 2 March 2004 is a glossy colour magazine containing pictures, advertisements, 
written articles, and advice columns. The predominant focus of the magazine is on modified high 
performance motor vehicles with some photographic portfolios of women posing topless. It also 
contains a number of non-explicit advertisements for adult phone-sex services. 

While it does contain some limited content of a sexual nature (which may cause offence to some 
readers), this is heavily diluted by a vast and dense amount of non-sexual content. Therefore, while 
this content is deemed as being more suitable for mature readers aged over 16 years, it is not likely 
to injure those younger than 16 years old. This classification represents the minimum interference 
of the freedom of expression as guaranteed under sl4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
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
